Suicide North of Cheadle 


On Saturday afternoon b. Derwatey, | 


a farm hand, committed suicide on the 
tarm of J. B. de Kort, north-west quar 
ter-section $4-24-26, north of Cheadle. 

Deceased, who had been in the dis 
trict since spring, had been in Cal- 
gary ior a month, returning to the 
farm on Friday. Mr. de Kort did not 
give him a job, but said that he could 
sleep in the barn. On Saturday Mr. 
de Kort came into Strathmore, telling 
Derwater that he could cook himself 
a meal, and did not return till evening, 
When he came back he did not see 
Derwater, but he noticed his dog close 
by the trees, and when it did not come 
when he whistled, he went to investi- 
gate, and found Derwater lying on the 
ground, with a shotgun hung on a 
tree, and the charge from the shotgun 
in his stomach. Life was extinct,

SUBJECTION OF WEEDS 
nS ae 
In a statement on “Effective Meth- 


ods of Controlling Weeds” Mr. E. 8. 
Hopkins, Dominion Field Husbandman, 
brings out three salient and important 
points. The first is that the most ef- 
fective method of controlling weeds 
is through and frequent cultivation of 
the land. The second is that the basic 
principle in killing weeds which have 
underground rootstalks is to prevent 
their sending up top or above-ground 
growth, and the third, the longer the 
delay in eradicating the weeds the 
|greater the amount of work that will 
eventually be necessitated. One other 
point made by Mr. Hopkins in giving 
\definite advice as to the subjection of 
‘coach grass, mustard and other weeds, 
\that cannot be too much emphasize1 
\is that it is important to use at all 
|times clean seed grain, clover and 
grass seed.
